COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. In 2004, the 
Democratic National Convention offered 
press credentials to about 30 bloggers. 

Back then, even though the blogosphere 
was already burgeoning, they were treated as 
a sideshow News coverage looked at these 
online commentators like zoo animals— 
showing them furiously typing away in 
corners of the convention hall. 

This time around, blogs have come of 
age and the Democrats are bending over 
backward to open the doors of Denver’s Pepsi 
Center to bloggers for the Aug. 25-28 event.

Myers, the director of online communications 
at the convention.

TV on your cell phone? Not yet

NEW YORK Picture whipping out 
your cell phone and catching up with 
“Lost” or “Jeopardy,” or watching the 
local 10 o’clock news, all for free. 

You can do this with an imported 
Chinese phone, but you can’t with any 
phone sold in the U.S.— at least not 
without monthly charges. 

This is one of the reasons the U.S. is 
behind several other countries when 
it comes to making TV an attractive 
option for cell phones. Carrier business models are partly 
at fault, but choices about TV technology made long ago 
are largely to blame. 

Most phones sold in Japan can tune in to free TV 
broadcasts, and there are tens of millions of viewers. Cell 
phones that can tune in to free broadcasts also are available 
in South Korea, Germany and China. 

For starters, you can blame the impending shutdown of 
all full-power analog TV broadcasts on Feb. 17, a deadline 


set by the government. That Chinese 
handset, made by ZTE Corp., can only tune 
in to analog transmissions. Because most of 
them are going away there’s no real point in 
selling phones like that here. 

China is keeping its analog broadcasts 
until 2015, six years longer than the U.S., so 
the phones are viable there. Ironically, the 
TV reception chip inside comes from a U.S. 
company 

The analog U.S. broadcasts are being 
replaced by digital broadcasts, but there 
are no phones anywhere that can tune in to those. 

When the U.S. digital TV standard was laid down in the 
early ’90s by the Advanced Television Systems Committee, 
it was optimized for high-definition signals to stationary 
antennas, according to Mark Richter, president of the 
industry group. 

At the time, cell phones had screens that could display 
eight digits and nothing else, so little thought was given 
making the broadcasts work with mobile gadgets. 


TRULY THE 
SMALL SCREEN 

Only 3 percent of Americans 
regularly watched video on 
their cell phones late last year, 
according to a survey by the 
Pew Internet & American Life 
Project. That figure includes 
people who watched short, 
downloaded clips rather than 
broadcast TV.

Identity 

crisis 

As society gets more high-tech, so do 
the thieves of personal information

REDEYE 

America is having an identity crisis. Literally 
More than 8 million people each year discover 
that someone is operating as their alter ego. Armed 
with their Social Security number, birth date, 
mother’s maiden name and any other information 
they can get their hands on, these identity thieves 
open credit card accounts, apply for jobs and get 
car or student loans under their victims’ names. 

Though the prevalence has dropped since 2003, 
when almost 10 million people reported being vic- 
tims, identity theft continues to run rampant. And 
as society gets more high-tech, so do the thieves. 



Earlier this month, authorities charged 
11 people in the theft and sale of more than 
41 million credit and debit card numbers that 
the suspects allegedly obtained by hacking into 
the wireless computer networks of retailers 
including TJ Maxx, Marshalls, OfficeMax, 
Boston Market, Barnes & Noble, Sports 
Authority, Forever 21 and DSW. It’s believed 
to be the largest federal hacking and identity 
theft case ever. 

People age 18 to 29 are hit hardest by identity 
theft, representing 29 percent of all victims 
who file complaints with the Federal Trade 
Commission, the government agency that 
tracks identity theft. The prevalence in that 
age group may be because people discover the 
crime when they first start applying for credit, 
student loans and jobs, said Jay Foley of Identity 
Theft Resource Center. 

Sharon Xiong, 23, said she has no idea how 
someone got ahold of her personal information. 
Xiong, who works in computer support at a 
bank in Elgin, where she lives, thought she was 
always careful about where she entered her 


information online. 

But as she reviewed her bank statement 
online last summer, Xiong noticed a charge 
from match.com— jarring, as she’d never signed 
up for the dating site. 

Soon after, Xiong got a bill telling her to 
pay to renew a domain name registered to her. 
What domain name? Xiong thought. 

As the summer wore on, Xiong discovered 
someone had ordered a background check on 
her and charged it to her bank account using 
an electronic check. Then she got a bill in the 
mail for hundreds of dollars charged through 
billmelater.com, an online credit company, 
for merchandise from 1 - 800 -f lowers.com— a 
purchase she’d never made. 

Unsettling, to say the least, but “I was actually 
more [upset] than scared,” Xiong said. 

Xiong filed a police report, closed her bank 
account, put a hold on her credit report and 
worked to get her money refunded. She cleared 
her credit, but not her peace of mind. 

“I’m always worried that there’s going to be 
something else,” Xiong said. 
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WHAT TO DO? 

A basic step toward mitigating the damage of 
identity theft is to look at your credit report 
annually. Everyone is entitled to one free credit 
report per year from each of the three credit 
bureaus. Order them at annualcreditreport.com. 
The Illinois Attorney General’s Office also offers 
an identity theft hotline to help victims of identity 
theft. Call 866-999-5630. 



To help combat identity theft, credit card 
companies have installed more robust software to 
evaluate their customers’ transactions so they can 
notify them if something looks unusual, Foley said. 
Some companies have lowered the fees of their 
identity theft protection services to encourage 
people to take part. 

Still, even the most cautious consumers can be 
victims. 

Sgt. Mark McFall, a 20 -year veteran of the 
Bridgeview police department, said he is vigilant 
about shredding all credit card statements, and he 
avoids shopping online. 


But in December, McFall got a letter in the mail 
from a rental company saying that he’d failed to 
return a truck. McFall, who hadn’t rented a truck, 
discovered that someone had used a fake driver’s 
license with his name and address on it. McFall 
ran his credit report and found store credit card 
accounts that he had never opened. 

He had to drive hundreds of miles around Illinois 
and Indiana to file six separate police reports and 
clear his name at the stores with the unauthorized 
accounts. 

While McFall may never find out who stole his 
identity— just one in 700 identity thieves is ever 
arrested, according to one study— he suspects the 
mess began when a mortgage company ran his credit 
report in November. He has sued the mortgage 
company for pulling his credit report without a 
permissible purpose, a violation of the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act. 

“Once you have someone’s credit report, you 
have the road map of their lives,” said Keith Keogh, 
McFall’s attorney in the case. 

Most individual victims don’t end up paying for 
the charges run up in their names— retailers and 


credit card companies are left holding the bag— but 
they do spend countless frustrating hours trying to 
clear their reputations. 

Daniel Bulley, a 45-year-old Naperville man, said 
he spent a year and hundreds of dollars mailing 
letters with certified return receipts to clear the 
unauthorized accounts under his name. 

Bulley, a senior vice president at a mechanical 
construction trade association in the Loop, 
discovered his identity was stolen in November 
2003 when he got a call from Chase Bank 
informing him that someone was trying to take out 
a Home Depot card under his name in Florida. His 
credit report revealed two more credit cards and 
a landline phone service that weren’t his. Seven 
months later, he found out someone had opened 
a cell phone account under his name and racked 
up a $3,000 bill. 

Bulley said for a while he was giving credit 
monitoring services as birthday gifts so others 
wouldn’t endure the same ordeal. 

“You stay up at night thinking, I don’t know 
if I’m ever going to get out of this,” Bulley said.

Thieves’

While stolen wallets 
and Dumpster diving 
remain popular 
means of obtaining 
victims’ information, 
the “most imminent 
threat” in identity 
theft is the growing 
number of companies 
that are transferring to 
wireless networks and 
are not encrypting the 
wireless transmission, 
making it easy for 
thieves to intercept 
information, said Jay 
Foley of Identity Theft 
Resource Center. 

Others worry social 
networking sites are 
facilitating ID theft. 
Groups have formed 
on Facebook warning 
users not to put too 
much information on 
their profiles, such as 
exact birthdays and 
addresses, because 
thieves can use that 
information to pass 
themselves off as you. 

Nishay Sanan,a 
Chicago defense 
attorney who 
represents people 
accused of identity 
theft, said a common 
method among his 
clients is to attach a 
“skimming” device 
to a credit card 
or ATM machine, 
collecting account 
data when a card is 
swiped. Perpetrators 
run the gamut, from 
restaurant employees 
to family members, 
but the motivation 
tends to be the same. 

“Usually it’s just 
greed,” Sanan said.

Officials must prove 
they have enough 
rooms for ’16 Olympics

With Chicago bidding to host the 2016 
Summer Games, suburbs are vying for their 
piece of the would-be Olympic pie. 

Hotels and resorts in the Chicago area are 
signing contracts, committing to reserving 85 
percent of rooms to the Olympics if Chicago 
becomes host city 

Chicago Olympic committee members 
said they’ve reached two- thirds of their tar- 
get for such room commitments, which is a 
competitive part of the bidding process. The 
committee wouldn’t say how many rooms 
that is. 

Officials must prove they have enough 
hotels for tens of thousands of visitors, ath- 
letes, media, security and Olympic staff— 
some of whom must stay for months before 
and after the event. 

In recent weeks, Chicago 2016 staff toured 
the suburbs, where they met with convention 
and visitors bureau officials. Staff looked as 
far north as Gurnee, as far east as LaPorte 
County, Ind., as far south as Kankakee and 
as far west as St, Charles. 

McCormick Place would be considered 
the epicenter of the Olympic activity 

Many hotels said signing the contract is a 
no-brainer because they get to book a large 
percentage of rooms for long stays. 

Of course, it all rests on whether Chicago 
wins its bid. It’s a finalist along with Tokyo, 
Madrid and Rio de Janeiro. The International 
Olympic Committee picks the host city next 
year. 

Not all hotels were enthusiastic about 
committing at first. 

The fear was that there was no guaran- 
tee the rooms they committed would be 
filled, and hotels could end up with empty 
rooms. 

But Chicago 2016 officials assured the 
hotel owners they’d know a year before the 
games if their rooms are needed. 

Some communities are thinking about 
adding hotel rooms, which could make them 
even more appealing to large Olympic del- 
egations. 

Hoffman Estates, for example, has plans 
for additional hotels to add to the 1,200 
rooms currently open in eight hotels.

Chicago wind, said David Alexander, senior 
vice president for McHugh. 

But moving and pouring 180,000 cubic 
yards of concrete — 20,000 truckloads, 
enough to make 570 miles of sidewalk— 
was a technical challenge that might 
have been impossible only 10 years ago, 
Alexander said. Rather than lifting the 
material bucket by bucket, the construc- 
tion team used a 680 -horsepower pump 
to push a river of concrete up hundreds 
of feet to upper floors. 

Though the concrete structure of the 
building was completed over the week- 
end, the tower’s distinctive spire, which 
will raise it to its final height of 1,362 feet, 
will likely not be completed until later this 
year. JL-

State Senate president to retire 

Powerful Illinois Senate President Emil Jones Jr. 
is expected to announce Monday that he soon 
will retire, sources close to him said Sunday 
night, which will leave Gov. Blagojevich without 
one of his closest allies. His decision, not 
officially confirmed, likely opens a free-for-all 
to succeed him. Jones long championed more 
money for schools and education funding 
reform and made them his top priority as 
Senate president, a post he has held since 2003. 

Teen charged in attack 

Police have charged a teenage girl with 
throwing a caustic substance into the face of 
48-year-old woman. Chicago police say they 
tracked the 16-year-old girl to California and she 
was extradited to Illinois on Saturday. The girl 
faces charges of armed robbery and heinous 
battery. On July 28, police say Esperanza Medina 
was leaving her house when she was splashed 
with the substance and severely burned. 

Officials say the mother of four had third-degree 
burns over half of her body. 

Man falls 2 floors at concert 

Even after more than 30 years, fans are still 
falling for Steely Dan. It happened Saturday 
night at the Chicago Theatre, when a man 
trying to slide down a stairwell railing fell two 
floors during a Steely Dan concert. He was 
hospitalized in stable condition. Police found 
the man on the basement floor. Police say he 
fell from the second floor and hit two other 
patrons before landing in the basement. 


Questions in Savio death 


When Kathleen Savio’s lifeless body was 
discovered in the empty bathtub of her 
Bolingbrook home in 2004, state police 
immediately decided her death was not 
suspicious, a Will County deputy coroner’s 
report obtained by the Tribune shows. 

The investigators and experts re- 
examining her death as a possible murder 
are now asking how police could have 
been so quick to overlook signs something 
sinister may have happened to the third 
wife of Drew Peterson, then a sergeant for 


the Bolingbrook Police Department. 

They are suspicious about the absence 
of blood residue or a sediment ring on 
the walls of the tub where she was found, 
sources said. If she had bled from a head 
wound while drowning in slowly draining 
water that night— as the theory went— why 
was the tub not stained? 

No towels or clothes were in the bathroom 
where she was discovered, a paramedic 
noted. Books and papers were spread across 
her unmade bed and a picture was face-down 


on the floor near the nightstand, according 
to Illinois State Police reports also obtained 
by the Tribune. 

But the case was reopened in November 
after Peterson’s fourth wife, Stacy, then 
23, disappeared Oct. 28. Authorities 
named Peterson the prime suspect, and in 
February, State’s Atty James Glasgow called 
the Savio inquiry a murder investigation 
after a second autopsy indicated her death 
was a homicide. Peterson, 54, has not been 
named a suspect in Savio’s case.

Ouch! Fugitives fall for police sting 


Dozens of fugitives from the law who 
showed up at a Southwest Side office 
expecting help getting tax rebate checks 
instead ended up in jail in recent weeks in a 
sting by Cook County Sheriff’s police. 

The undercover operation, “Operation 
Rebate and Switch” sent out 5,000 letters 
to people with outstanding warrants on 
charges ranging from burglary to driving 
under the influence to failure to pay child 
support, telling them they could be “one 
of thousands eligible for new or supple- 
mental tax rebate” checks. More than 100 
responded to the letters and sheriff’s offi- 


cers arrested 66, either at offices at 2906 S. 
Archer Ave. dubbed “Tax Recovery Experts, 
Inc.,” or at their homes, after they “took us 
up on our offer for our assistance on their 
taxes,” Sheriff Tom Dart said. 

Sheriff’s deputies often have difficulty 
tracking down fugitives who move from 
place to place to avoid arrest, and stings 
save the department time and money 

People traveled from as far away as 
Michigan to try to collect their checks, offi- 
cials said. When one of the targets of the 
sting came in, an undercover officer would 
pick up a telephone and pretend to announce 


his arrival, then usher them into the back, 
where several officers arrested them. In all, 
32 people were arrested at the office. 

The owner of the building donated use 
of the first-floor office, and the entire 
operation cost about $8,000 for mailing 
the notices and setting up the office, only 
a fraction of how much it would normally 
cost to arrest 66 people, Dart said. Because 
many of those who drove to their appoint- 
ments had revoked driving privileges, the 
sheriff’s office towed their cars and took in 
about $6,000 in fines, paying for most of 
the operation, he said.

Phelps ready to dive into new challenges 



BEIJING After racing through nine days at warp 
speed, Michael Phelps wanted nothing more 
Sunday than to simply stop moving. 

Even the most decorated swimmer in Olympic 
history needs a rest. Phelps certainly earned the 
vacation he plans to take, but he won’t be away 
for long. The eight gold medals he won in Beijing 
represent only one step in his one-man crusade 
to win fans for his sport, and if all goes according 
to plan, he will be back at the 2012 Games 
in London with a new program of 
events. 

Having conquered the 
200 -meter distance in the 
butterfly, freestyle and 
individual medley, Phelps, 
23, wants to add sprints 
to the menu. Someone 
else will get a shot to 
win the 400 individual 
medley when he bids 
goodbye to his most 
difficult event. For 
now, Phelps is looking 
forward to doing abso- 
lutely nothing. 

“Over the next 
four years, I’d like to 
try something new,” 
said Phelps, who set 
Olympic records with 
his eight golds in a 
single Games and his 
14 career golds. “Pm 
; looking forward to 
going back to the 
/ States. I just want to 
lay in my own bed for 


five minutes, at least, and just relax. 

“This has been one of the greatest weeks of my 
life, if not the greatest.” 

After setting seven world records at these 
Olympics, Phelps could laugh about the 
middle-school English teacher who once told 
him he would never be successful. The Beijing 
Games enhanced his already-high profile and 
certainly will make him even more money than 
the $5 million it is estimated he will pull in 
from endorsements. 

His swimsuit manufacturer, Speedo, had 
offered him a $1 million bonus for breaking 
Mark Spitz’s record of seven gold medals at one 
Olympics, set in 1972. President Bush praised 
him. “If you can handle eight gold medals, you 
can handle anything,” Bush told Phelps in a tele- 
phone call to Beijing from his Texas ranch. 

Swimming was among the Olympic glamor 
sports before Phelps’ time, in part because of 
Mark Spitz’s legacy. In the U.S., it quickly fell 
back into the shadows of football, baseball and 
other popular spectator sports when it wasn’t sur- 
rounded by the Olympic rings. Phelps, though, 
seems to have made serious headway in his quest 
to boost its profile. 

The drama surrounding his quest, and 
his regular-guy appeal, have resonated with 
Americans hungry for an Olympic star worthy 
of admiration. 

“I don’t want this to be a once-every- four- 
years sport,” he said. “It’s grown a lot over the 
past eight years. I want more people to get 
involved with the sport and be aware of what 
we’re doing. I’m proud and honored to be part 
of helping the sport for the next generation of 
swimmers.” ap,mct

Musicians have learned to down- 
scale their expectations for TV 
exposure these days. Those lucky 
enough to score any might get a 
song spotlighted in a TV show or 
commercial. If they do a late-night 
talk show, it’s typically one song at 
the end of the hour. 

That’s what put a kid-in-the- 
candy-store grin on veteran blues- 

man Buddy Guy’s face one night a couple weeks ago when 
he stepped on the Fox Studios soundstage in Century 
City Calif. He was there to tape a live performance for the 
“Nissan Live Sets on Yahoo! Music” series, one of agrow- 
ing number of Internet-based forums offering musicians 
a more generous chunk of time in the limelight. 

“I’m like a baseball player,” the 72-year-old Chicago gui- 
tarist and singer said while relaxing in his dressing room 
after an afternoon rehearsal and sound check. “I like to get 
out there and play for as long as it takes. But you can’t do 
that on most television shows. I love to walk the floor and 
play— this is the first time I’ve gotten the freedom to do 
a TV show that’s 100 percent Buddy Guy” 

Walk the floor he did— and more. His perfor- 
mance, to be posted on the Yahoo! Music Web site 
sometime in October, ran well past the hour allot- 
ted. He prowled the stage, then ventured among 
fans who’d snagged free tickets by replying to tar- 
geted e-mail invitations that had been sent to his 
most ardent supporters. 

“I think we caught lightning tonight,” said Neal 
Weiss, the show’s executive producer. It was the 
kind of moment he always hopes for. The series 
has presented 44 installments. Participants have 
included Weezer, The Offspring, Herbie Hancock, 

Tony Bennett, Moby, John Legend, Incubus, Snoop 
Dogg, Brian Wilson, Trisha Yearwood and Santana. 

The goal is to drive more Internet users to Yahoo, 
just as AOL attempts to do with its “Sessions(at)AOL’ 
series. Each strives to distinguish its content from the 
countless videos circulating on YouTube, artists’ Web 
sites and elsewhere. 

AOLs series zeros in on musicians and their songs; 
Yahoo emphasizes interaction between performers 
and fans. 

“The thing that gets me is how many surprises there 
are,” said Scott Moore, senior vice president of media 
for Yahoo. “When Snoop Dogg was on, I expected a rap 
show But he brought a 20 -person band. It was like a big 
band with rap and guest singers. Herbie Hancock played 
fresh off his Grammy win (for album of the year), and 
Joni Mitchell showed up. Weezer brought a bunch of toy 
instruments and drums and handed them out to everyone 
and let the whole audience sing and play along.” 

Another element of the Yahoo series is a question-and- 
answer segment. Questions are vetted by the show’s pro- 
ducers, but the results can be wildly unpredictable. 

When Guy was asked to cite the best solo he’d ever 
played, he turned the question back on the fan: “What’s 
the best love affair you ever had?”

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Bardem keeps mum on personal life

Javier Bardem remembers the time from his 
childhood when he realized he was a per- 
former. 

“I was playing make-believe like any other 
kid,” the 39 -year-old actor recalled in a 
phone conversation from his Madrid home. 
‘And there was a moment when something 
clicked inside that made me aware of myself, 
that allowed me to watch myself playing 
from the outside. Up to then play had been 
unconscious. 

“The difference between an actor and any- 
one else is that awareness of the playing.” 

He has been playing ever since, and he’s 
pretty good at it. He has the Oscar to prove 
it. Bardem roared into the mainstream and 
off with a supporting actor award as the kill- 
er Anton Chigurh in last year’s Coen broth- 
ers hit “No Country for Old Men.” 

Now, in Woody Allen’s new comedy “Vicky 
Cristina Barcelona,” Bardem plays the sort 
of role you’d think would be most obvious 
for him. In the comedy he’s Jose Antonio, a 
Latin lover and sensuous painter who flits 
among three women: a couple of Americans 
visiting Barcelona (Scarlett Johansson and 
Rebecca Hall) and his mercurial ex-wife 


(Penelope Cruz). 

Bardem and Cruz, who had been friends 
ever since they co-starred in “Jamon, Jamon,” 
began to date during filming. That at least is 
the story being told by the Spanish media. 
One source even quoted Bardem as saying 
that he was going to propose to Cruz on a 
vacation planned for this month. 

Bardem isn’t commenting. Before this 
interview a publicist for the Weinstein com- 
pany, distributor of the movie, said Bardem 


wouldn’t answer questions about his per- 
sonal life. 

He will talk about his Oscar, however, say- 
ing the biggest fallout was not how he viewed 
himself but how he was viewed by others. 

“Tou discover that some people around 
you have changed. Some people place too 
much importance on it,” he said. “Five 
months later things are back to normal. But 
the first two months were crazy and not 
always crazy good.”
